Washinmtox, Dea 14. — There wag no 
•urpriie in diplnmatic circles in Washing- 
ton whori it was learned that tho tlshery 
oommiskioiiurs acting on tbo p<irt<if Canada 
the l-'iiite<i States bad agreed to dlsa- > 
Tbs aeaaiona lutTa been going on in 
departmsat la this oitjr for' tbs 
month. Ths last saaaion was bsld ok | 
Satbrday. The differsnoe between the two 
gOTernmont^ didn't seem so irr>"'(>iii'ilable 
aa the repreaentatives trie<l to ina'.<e out. ^ 

Canada's most aotiTe representative was 
Sir Charlea Tupper, a conaarvaiive politi- 
cian, who is Juat out of a feverish political 
contest where the fishery dispute was tbe 
principal feature, and who is therefore not 
regarded aa so judicial a diplomate as the 
oooasion demands. 8ir Charles' prompter ' 
and chief reliance has been Oeorge B. Fos- 
ter, minister of flsheriea. who has been in 
this country watching Canada's interests 
and who has aotsd on the plan to obtain 
every thing for Canada and to give nothing 
to America. Sir Joseph Cbamberlain and 
tbe British ministar. Hr. West, have repre- 
ssnted Qreat Britain aominotly. 

Tbo raprasaaUtivw ot Mm United. Stntoa 
bavo boan Swirakury at 8Mo B*r*rd, Will- 
iam L. Putnam, of llalaak and ProfMaor 
Ainsworth, of Miobigaa Baorwlary Bay- 
j ard's pru|>o8als, aa aasumad la tha oor- 
' reepondence that haa passed batWMk bim 
and Minister Pbelpa and the Britlah minis- | 
tar of torsign affairs, were that, in view of 
iUl the circumstanose and according to tbo 
comity of national, onr vsaaato were entitled 
I to enter Canadian porta with tbe aame free- ' 
dom that Canadian Tiaasli were enabled to 
enter our ports. Whila not denying the ex- . 
istenoo of tba faraona treaty of MIO, the 
United Stataa olainwd tbat Ita moat string- i 
ent and di a ng ru sa b U faataraa ware nullified i 
by legialation and by maritime reoiprooity. I 
Canada, on the other band, odborod rigidlr ! 
' and unlraveringly to tba treaty of 1810 in 
, Iti original atata, wltboot modilloatlon or ' 
' altaratioo. Tha United Stataa olaimod tbs 
Ani mile limit, three milea from tbo altoro 
' line, and nothing else, while Oanada olaimad : 
tbat tlie limit naant three miles from an ' 
imaginary lina running from point to point. ' 
I In rofarriog to the bnaknp of tbe oom- i 
missloa Congnaamaa Nolaon Diagley, of 
Mains, said lort aigbt: "It baa boon ao 
BseraC tbat tba oommiaaioaara wwotuable 
toogroa On tha tbrsa mil* llndt I know 
fbat Sir Cbarloa Tapper said no to our pro- 
posal Mr. Bayard propoaod tbat as a 
treaty. Sir Cbarlas Tapper reapondod that 
aooordingtotbstroa^of 1818 bo did make 
a propoaal to aoU ns tbo right to ikb in Can- 
adian watara, and to let our flsbing vssssis 
ontortboir porta, providing wa did oartoln 
feUnga Oaoadisll propoaal on ona aidaand 
Mr. Bayard's oa tbo otbtr» Jiavo btoa. ball- 
ing ooob otbsr ovor siaoa tho oommiasion 
began to sit.

Canada is after a 
reoiprooity troaty, and, in adjusting tba 
flsliery dispute wisbas to obtain this greater 
oonoaaalon from oa, but aur oomnalMlonora 
have aald that titia latter ia a matter not to 
bo eonaidarad until after tba flsbery affairs 
are out of tbe way. Our oommiskioners 
liave said in ao many words: 'We don't 
propose to give you what we ought to have 
by tbe oomity of nationa' On Ibis the 
Canadian oommiasloners have gone hone to 
consult titeir authorities."

Senator Oalloia*s fostal Telexraph nilL 

1 WABHiKOToif, Dec. 14.— The bill intro- 
duced ill the ^enate to-day by Mr. CuUnin, 
for tbe establishment and operation of a 
I United .'States Postal Telef^rapli, provides 
for ten triinlt lines of te!ej;rapb, embracing 
all the oitJeH of the states and territories. 
The bill provides tbat tbe lines shall be con- 
structed by the army engineer i-<irps, under 
tba direction of the secrotAry of war, on 
! iron |iolea, with capacity for twelve wires, 
and shall, when complete*!, be trant<ferre<l 
to the control of the postmaster general. 
I The ssoretary of war, shall, if he deem it 
expedient, take poaaaaatoa of llnea now uaed 
for military purpoaea, aa a portion of this 
faleral telegraph system. 
I • TIm ratae to be charged are ten cents for 
twenty words under five hundred milee, and 
five cents adilitional for each additional ten 
words; and for liistauoes greater than •')0U 
miles an additional rate of five cents for 
each 'S>^ miles. 
, Press night rulss are to be thirty live 
osnts per hundred words, and d^y raUi 
Bsventy-five cents per hundred word.*. 

The office of director general of telegrai'h 
Is oreate>l, tbe appointment to be made as is 
that of an assiktant postmaster general 
with like salary. The appointee mu»t be a 
practical telegraph man, of at least ten 
ysars' experience. TIm postmaster general 
will report to congress the best methods ot 
organization at the beginning of tlie first 
session of congress after the passage of this 
aotk Four million dollars is appropriate^l 
for the purposes of tbe measure.

WASrii.N(*roff, Dea 14. — The state depart- 
msnt is 111 vi>stigating an intiuman outrage 
perpetratcti by .Spanish officials on the West i ^erkshia" 
Indian island of Porlo Uioo, .VKI miles snulh- "Are vm 
sast of Florida, on Kichj^l Nadal, a iialivo 
of Poto Kico, but a nattfrVlized eiti/.en of tbe 
United iStaies. He is a gra<iuat« u( the

N. Y., but since 1^73 ha has l)een a resident 
at Mayagtie^, Porto Kico, in bUKiness with 
his brother in the shipping aud commission 
business. 

Octoljor he and his brother were ar- 
rested and charged with conispiring to in- 
cite a revolution. Ho was hunt; up by his 
arms to a (lost by a small steel chain. His 
t<ies couid barely touch tho il >or.

7», 
were turned over to the warden. Tbe pris- 
oner was then oond noted to hto cell, range 
1, cell No. H. Halookadatltwithagri. 
maoe and said: 
"It is awful small." 

"Yes," said the captain, "tnit it to one of 
the largest iu the building," 

Tba cell is seven by nine feet. Harper's 
ierial number wiU be I9,'.jl7. He Will prob- 
ably be put to work in the library or aao- 
1 retary's oilii-e. He will receive a reduction 
I of nine hundred days from bis sentence if 
he behaves well. 

Mrs. Harper, Miss Matthews and Mr. 
Matthews called at the penitentiary this 
morning, and held a lengthy consultation 
with HariMT. The consultation was held in 
the privatM oillce of tbe warden, where out- 
siders an- not, admitted. 

When the prison otflcials came to put 
UariMM in striji*^ it was found that no suit 
on hand was large enough to tit him, and so

CoL Patton ia an old friend of Harper, aud 
says that his services iu tbe iruu business 
wUl be valuable. Ha offers f 1 yter day for 
Harper's services, while the regular pay is 
but seventy- five cents. Warden Coffin ra- 
fnaM to moke the assignment unless Harper 
will, in writing, make tbe request, and will 
waive all questions that may oriss. The 
r eason for taking this course is that ths 
United States refuses to permit iU prison- 
ers to work on contracts of any kind. The 
probabilities are that Harper will be as- 
signed to tbto oontraot, notwlttaataadlng It 
to regarded OS the hgrdaat la the 
tiary.
